11 U.S. Reds 
Ordered Jailed 


NEW YORK. Aug. 28—Eleven 
Communist leaders convicted of 
subversive conspiracy were or­ 
dered jailed today by the U. S. 
circuit court of appeals. 
The Communist leaders, c o n ­ 
victed last year of conspiring to 
teach and advocate the o v e r ­ 
throw of the government, will be 
sent to jail in 30 days. 
In a 2-1 decision with C h i e f 
Justice Learned Hand dissent­ 
ing, the court upheld U. S. Attor- 
ney»Irving S. Saypol’s motion to 
rem and the Communists on the 
ground that they are still engag­ 
ed in the activity for which they 
were convicted last October.

Bift Push Expected 
Against Pusan 


TOKYO, Aug. 29— (Tuesday)— 
South Korean forces, reinforced 
by American troops, halted two 
Red offensives on the east wing 
of the front Monday night after 
enemy columns plunged through 
Uihung and Kigye and into Po- 
hang’s outskirts. 
A telephone report from the 
battle zone said the United Na­ 
tions forces apparently had 
enough strength to save t h e 
port city and its key airfield 
six miles to the southeast. 
The report described the Po­ 
hang front as quiet after halting 
of the Red drive. No Commu­ 
nist reserves were sighted. 
Along Korea’s south 
coast, 
U. S. infantry, artillery, planes 
and warships teamed up to repel 
three new Red probing attacks

trolled, is this not a new form of 
imperialism? 
No! Says Soviet Russia. Any 
country can aid any other coun­ 
try. Further, any countries may 
enter into political, com mercial, 
defensive alliances, and do. The 
forms are of their own choosing, 
whether they be Marshall Plans 
or North Atlantic Military Alli­ 
ances or Arab Leagues, or the 
Cominform. 
Of course, if the Russian argu­ 
ment stands the United Nations 
has no function. Let us say that 
the next country to have a civil 
war is French Indo-China 
and 
the Communists there win, be­ 
ing amply aided by Soviet Rus­ 
sia. Then automatically Ho Chih-
